The autopsy which was performed 
on the body of the unknown woman 
who was found in the Schorr woods 
northeast of town yesterday after, 
repealed the fact tha t'the murderer 
knew' his business well, and was un­ 
doubtedly properly equipped to car­ 
ry out his nefarious crime. 
Co mmo n Knife No t Used. 
The autopsy was conducted by Dr 
J. C. Atkins of Forrest on and Dr. L 
M. Grifliti of Polo, at Polo last night. 
The remains were taken to that city 
at about 5 o’clock and the autopsy 
was started after supper, being com 
pleted at about 10 o’clock. 
The doctors found that there were 
three cuts in the neck instead of two 
as was giv en out after the superficial 
examination when the body was lak 
en from the ditch. Two of the gashes 
were not deep enough to reach the 
jugular v ein, but the third extended 
to such a depth that the physicians 
immediately stated it could not hav e 
been inflicted 
with any 
common 
pocket knife. 
Signs of Struggle. 
The doctors also stated that there 
■were signs to indicate that the mur 
dered woman had struggled for her 
life, and that an operation had been 
performed on her which, had it been 
done bv the murderer, would hav e 
indicated that he pad a v ery 
good 
knowledge of human anatomy. 
Uncertain as to Time. 
The physicians 
found 
in their 
postmortem that the woman’s uterus 
had been remov ed through the v a­ 
gina, there being no abdominal in­ 
cision or soars of any kind. They say 
it would hav e been impossible 
for 
such an operation to hav e been per­ 
formed by anyone who did not hav e 
a full knowledge of the construction 
of tiie human body. 
Howev er, the condition of the body 
made it impossible for the doctors 
to m ake any statement as to whether 
the operation had been recent. They 
are of the opinion that the remov al 
of the uterus may hav e had some­ 
thing to do with the murder, in that 
they state it is extremely uncommon 
for a woman of the apparent age of 
the deceased, to hav e such an hpera- 
tion performed. 
Dead Ten Day s 
The coroner and his assistant, af­ 
ter performing the autopsy, were of 
the opinion that the woman could 
not hav e been dead more than eight 
or ten days. Sev eral conditions, en­ 
countered in their examination, lead 
to this belief. 
They are also puzzled ov er a white 
pear w hi c h 
appears on the 
w o m a n 3 
back, 
t he rest o f the body being 
a 
saffron color. 
Whether that spot 
could hav e been caused by an acid 
burn, or a birthmark the physicians 
kwere unable to toll. 
Teeth Giv e ( lews. 
A mo re careful examination 
of 
the woman’s teeth, which were re­ 
mov ed, gav e 
additional 
ev idence, 
which will undoubtedly 
prov e 
ot 
great v alue in identification. It was

Descriptio n o f Ro <ly . 


Tiie body, which is that of a girl, 
or woman, of perhaps 
twenty liv " 
years, was lying doubled up in 
•»

The face was 
cov ered by the water, but the back 
of her head, her right arm, all but 
the hand, and her legs were exposed 
and had been badly burned by 
pos.ure to the sun. The legs were par­ 
tially crowded under 
some heav y 
tree roots and the supposition is that 
she was first thrown into the ditch 
a Ititle farther up the hill and the 
action of the water from the heav y 
rains washed the body down unde 
the roots. 
Thro at Had Been < ut. 


After the body bad been dragged 
from the pool and laid upon 
the 
grass it was dlscoered 
that 
there 
were two gashes at the base of the 
throat, on the rigid 
s i d e . The larg­ 
est of the two was two and one-hall 
inches lo ng , and a smaller one di­ 
rectly abov e, was one-half inch long 
Hoth cuts were ev idently made by 
a knife, and probably a large knife. 
The larger cut is a v ery ugly looking 
wound. It would hav e been almost 
impossible for the woman 
o hav e 
inflicted the wounds 
herself, 
al­ 
though she might hav e managed it 
had she been left handed 
This is 
v ery 
improbable, 
howev er. 
The 
thrusts of the knife extend down­ 
ward. It would appear that her as­ 
sailant was a v ery powerful man and 
could take his time in his fiendish 
work, for he left no other 
v isible 
bruises on the body, and ev idently 
put his knife where he knew that it 
would reach the mark. Not being sat­ 
isfied with the first rut, he ir.fllete' 
another, and a larger one. \ t 
a quart of blood ran from the large 
wound when the body was turned 
ov er on the grass. 


Not Used to Hard Work. 
The girl was well formed and ma­ 
ture. She 
was ev idently riot used to 
hard work. 
The hair 
was 
dark 
brown, v ery dark, and not 
a light 
brown as has heretofore been stated, 
the error being caused by the sedi­ 
ment that cov ered it as she lay >n 
the ditch. Her eyes, mouth and ears 


ter she was dead, and dumped into 
this hole." 
Sig ht Is Ghastly . 
Strong men gasped 
and turned 
pale and swore ugly, menacing oaths 
when they first stepped to the edge 
of the hole and peered down. At the
